I The question w.os bajcd on the fact th:il 
I Muthern Idaho, aa far north as tlie Salmon

If we were to Judpe from 
I how this area nppearK on the map. For 
I Bomo reason or other, ^'e are In an abrupt 
I "bulEce" which extends several hundred mllc.-i 
I west ol the general perpendicular which 
I marks the western boundarj' of the Mountain 
I standard- time belt. 

I In this connection, It has come to our at- 
I tentlon that a bill now belorc congress pro- 
I ^oata to malco daylight eavlnft time effective 
I orer the entire nation between -^prl] and 
September. Should thla bill be pa-iscd it 
■would put Magic Valley approximately one 
hour and lorty minutes ahead oI Mountain 
standard time. 

That might present another reason why 
this territory would be better off on Pacific 
time. Between April and September, It would 
mean having the same time we do now, but 
during the remainder of the year there would 
be the advantage of earlier daylight In the 
I morning when the farmers are going lo 
work and children are going to school. 

It win be recalled that until 1023, the en- 
tire state ol Idaho was on Pacific time. It 
waa then changed ao the territory west 
of Pocatello and aouth of Salmon river came 
under Mountain time, with the dividing line 
, between the two time ione.i moved back to 
Huntington. Ore. This meant advancing the 
time in this territory one hour, placing Twin 
ralla. lor Instance, about 40 minutes faster 
than sun or meridian time. It Is true that 
the change resulted In longer periods of day* 
light during the summer months, but it also 
■worked some hardships during winter time, 
especially to farmers getting up two or three 
hours before daylight to do their morning i 
chores. I 

This Is Just something more for the people 
of this territory to think about In the event 
they should prefer a change In time. 

The repeal of the 1023 amendment lo the I 
time act would not necessarily mean moving 
the time zone limit back to Pocatello. If 
the people wished a change In time the pro- 
cedure would be to ask tlie Inter-statc com- 
merce commission to hold hearing.'. In thl.s 
territory, at which the details of any change 
could be worked out so as to be sathtactorj' 
to all concerned. 



SPAIN. A HANDICAP 
After' the house of representatives had 
vo^ed to Include Spain In the EHP. one of the 
move's chief supporters li quoted as having 
\r said that it "probably is bad politics In west- 
ern Europe," but that "(he way Spain would 
be written in would be rather innocuous, so 
■WB will go along." 

Such reasoning makes the action even more 
Incomprehensible. And since the house mem- 
bers cannot have been trjing deliberately to 
make the govornmcnfs paMtlon more dif- 
ficult than ItlV. it mu.^t be concluded that the 
ai;tion is the/product of a mo.^t distressing 
ahort-sightedness. 

It has botn said that Spain'.^ army and 
atralcgic loi^Uon would be vital to the United 
States Infhe 'event of war In Europe. Tlil.? 
Is a debatable reason for giving Franco mil- 
lions In^nld. 
I There la much to be .lald agaln.it it. Spain 
Is far removed from Ru-isln. Spain has out- 
lawed communism. There is no pre,-!slng 
strategic reason today lor bolstering the 
Franco dictatorship. Even remembering the 
Nozi-Sovlot deal, there is little reason to tear 
that Franco would go Into war on the Rus- 
sian aide. If Russian force.^ threatened him. 
he would probably be only t^o glad to give 
the United states bases In return for rh- 
Biatance. 

As lor the ejccu.se that Franco I.-; an old 
loo of communism. if.should be remembered 
that he niso Is an old foe of democracy. The 
allies defeated the nazl.'i without Spanish 
bases. They defeated the nazis in .spite of the 
lact that Franco, though too cowardly to de- 
clare war on the axis side, stm gave the late 
enemy about all the asMstance that a nominal 
neutral could. 

Franco's government Is not as dangerous as 
fiUlln's but It Is Jjulte as unsavory-. Nor does 
the United States have a valid excuse for 
supporting it. The Greek and Turkish gov- 
ernments may not be models of democracy 
But at least one of them is under communist 
attack, and the other Is threatened by it. So 
America has reason to assist both. 
■ ■ Furthermore, the United States has Joined 
with all the other U.' N. members except 
Argentina In condemning the SpanLsh govern- 
ment and recalling its ambassador. To ask" 
that Spain now be Included in the European 
aid program contradicts American policy in 
the U. N. and puts the 16 ERP nations on the 
BPot as rcsarda their policies toward Franco. .
